FREE TUITION 

THE PROS AND CONS 

The Canadian UNION of Students at a Congress at LcnnoxvlUe, 
Quebec, has designated Oct. 27, as Natural Student Day, or as it Is 
otherwise known. National Day of Awareness. The puritoie of this 
day will t>e lo educate the public regarding resolution, V.AM, can- 
ccming free tuition and universal aecesslablliiy to higher education. 

Tho plans for Oct. Z7, according lo John Holtby — C.U.S. repre- 
sentative, tentatively call for a television program discussion aspects 
of universal accessibility and free toltlon, meetings with high school 
representatives throughout the north from Chapleau to North Bay, 
resolutions to provincial and federal governments urging acceptance 
of the resolution, and possibly picketing of local federal candidates* 
headquarters urging candidates lo adopt tJ.A.8. Already Jim SUrk 
has spoken at Lively High School. The Lively students have signed 
a petition urging acceptance of the C.U.S. resolution. Hollby has 
urged students to discuss this topic on radio open-line programa if 
possible. 

The main objective of the National Day of Awareness Is to put 
resoltulon U.A.8 Into the public rye. II is not impossible, Holtby 
points out, OS Newfoundland has already adopted such a plan and 
pui it Into operation. 

He went on to say trnt free tuition may not enme- tomorrow 
but that It Is an eventuality, if tbr present day sltidenls don't Iwnent, 
this should not deter them. l.ct the work done now help future 
unlvenlty students of Canada. Holby urges all studcnis to take some 
active stand, whether it he for or ngalnsi free tuition. 



35,000 STUDENTS 
May Lose Vote 



OTTAWA (CUP) — Almost halt 
of all Canadian students eleglble 
lo vole In tlie November clec- 
llon may be disfranchised, accord- 
ing to estimates released by vhe , 
Canadian Union of Students to- 
day. 

Of Ihe 13,000 students o( voting 
ago, about 35,000 live more than 
25 miles from their parenU' home 
occordlng to CUS estimates based 
on figures from the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. 

Most of these students — over 
24.000 — live more than 100 miles 
from homo, making 11 quile dim- 
cull for them to travel to their 
homo constituency to vole It Ibey 
do not succeed In getting on the 
voting list In the university con- 
stituency. 

These studonlis 'disfranchised 
by distance' represent roughly one 
out of every 300 Canadian voters. 

Malcolm Scott of CUS In releas- 
ing figures said: "Tho Prime Mi- 
nister couldn't sec why 11 was dif- 
ficult for students to go home to 
vole. Perhaps If he realixed Uio 
distances involved, ho would bo 
able to see their plight more clear- 
ly and sympathetically." 

Over 7,000 of Ihoie affected live 
at least 500 miles from home. 
Nearly 4.000 of these live at least 
1,000 miles from home. 

Mr. Scott commented "The stu- 
dent vote Is nearly as largo os tho 
ormed forces vote. Can you Ima- 
ginc the fuss If one-third of tho 
servicemen were dlstranchlsedT"

Dear Editor: 

] am writing this letter In re- 
ganl to n pamphlet which was 
published by the Canadian Union 
ot Students which was advocating 
free tuition In the hopes that it 
will better Canada. 

Our immediate reaction to this 
idea ot something free Is, 'Great!' 
But stop: let us seriously think 
upon this proposal. First I ask 
you, 'Can Canada really afford 
such a scheme?' Already we are 
running our country on a deflell 
budget and the people arc com- 
planlng because the taxes arc too 
high. Taxation would 'skyroekct' 
and Ihe budget would really be 
written In red If we had to sup- 
port every Unlvershy in Canada. 
This would entail the upkeep ot 
every university building and 
piece of property, plus paying the 
salary ot every university profes- 
sor, " lecturer, demonstrator and 
office worker In Ihe country. 
Canadians cannot afford this! 

To me, however, this point Is 
of secondary importance' Since 
the government Is financing edu- 
cation wo have a government con- 
trolled education system. In such 
a condition, we are endangering a 
vital freedom — freedom to learn. 
■llow7' you say. It Is quite possible 
that In a poor economic condition 
of high taxes and deficit budgets, 
a situation which breeds Commu- 
nism, tho government could fall 
into the wrong hands. 

These hands would have the 
power to control cducalinn. In this 
slate, tho professors would bo forc- 
ed to leach what the govcnment 
wanted taught or not get paid, 
and as a result we would have to 
Icam that which the government 
wanted us to Icam. 

In answer lo C.U.S .'s point about 
education being only for the weal- 
thy, I say that this Is not true. 
There Is now arranged a wonder- 
ful system ot student loans, bursa- 
ries and scbolanhlp. U Is a time 
when money Is virtually being 
given to students tor the asking. 
Yet, at the cost of losing a free- 
dom, we ask for more- 

In all sorlousneu, I ask you to 
think of what your support lo 
C.U.S.'s proposal could do. To so- 
eiollie education would be to en- 
danger democracy.

FnF,nERICTON (CUP) ^ A com- 
men entrance examination for 
universities was approved In prin- 
ciple recently by Canada's pro- 
vincial ministers of education, 

'There will be one exam for en- 
trance to French-Language unlver* 
sitics and one for English -langu- 
age univenltles according to JI.G. 
Irwtn, New Brunswick's Aflnister 
of Education and spokesman for 
the other ministers. 

A Canadian university * admis- 
sion service representing the pro* 
vincial departmcnU of education 
and the Association of Universi- 
ties and Colleges of Canada will 
prepare the exams. Alt provinces 
have indicated they will partici- 
pate.. 
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There are two notions of unl* 
venily financing that must be 
, calogoricoUy rejected by.unlvop- 
sily sludenU; Hh that the ad- 
vantages of free education can be 
achieved while stlU demanding 
tuition fees from sludcnU, and (2} 
that'paying fees Is in some way 
'good for students. ^ 

Both arguments are dangerous ; 
In that they have some idcalogl- 
cal content departing from the 
usual rationalisation for fees which . 
Is that no other method of financ- 
ing is practical. 

The finit argument sef9 govern- 
ment financing as a danger to 
academic bbcdom and student 
fees as an alternative to govern- 
all so essential to th complete 
mcnt ffnancfnir. 

Thus academic freedom Is the al- 
ter on which the sons of the poor 
are sacrificed. 

Now Is It true that govcmmcnt 
financing automatically leads to 
a curtailment of academic freo- 
dom? Should we use as examples 
or state supported education only 
those unlil^rsitles under total! - 
tarion systems? What assuranco 
have we that powen that run the 
university under a private system 
of higher education arc Interested 
In academic freedom? The people 
who make unlvcnily policy are 
either business men or govern- 
ment officials; certainty not the 
academics who could be expected 
to favour academic freedom. 

As for tho argument that it is 
good for the student to pay fees^ 
vie need only say that no one can 
possibly set aside the vast sums 
required today for a university 
oducallon until well on In life. Is 
It 'good* for a student to forego 
social relations, spare time for 
thought, dlscussioot free reading, 
entertainment and cultural ^events 
alt so essential to the complete 
development of tho individual in' 
order to work parttlmo or week- 



ends? We are sorry our fathon 
had to forego these things but their 
necessity should not become our 
virtue. To be eoslstent, this theory 
should require that the wealthy 
work for their education, which 
Is patently absurd; we would thon 
havo reached the stage of digging 
holes and fiillrig them again* to 
keep Jaur bodies busy and our 
i^Intb quiet 

IPrec education is not^ something 
students haveUhbught up to ratl- 
dnatixo their own latlness* I will 
one day be an accepted principle 
of our society, a logical extcntlon 
of the principle of cquallly of op- 
portunity and the society's obll* 
gatlon to seek the fullest develop- 
ment of Individual talents within 
It, It Is only in North America 
that people are still debating the 
merits of free education. 

The only barrier to the realiza- 
tion of free education Is the old- 
fashioned Ideas of men In high 
places. The Government of New 
foundland Is showing that IT CAN 
RE f>ONB/ for Mcmoriot Univer- 
sity now has free education En 
nrst year, this Is to be extended 
In future yean. (Since the writing 
of the working paper for the 
Congress second yeor has been 
made free.) Slgnlfiramiy enough 
It is Ncwfoudland wich Is taking 
the tirti Initiative in this direc- 
tion, and Newfoundland Is tho 
poorest province In Canada. This 
Indicates that the barrier to free 
education is not poverty, but rath- 
er wealth — particularly wealth 
In the wrong place. The purses 
are there, but the men who hold 
the pursestrings are 10th Cent- 
ury men who believe In a variant 
of Barwln*s theory ^ survival of 
tlie wealthiest. 

Free education will thus not bo 
achieved by finding more money, 
hut by finding new men (or giv- 
ing new Ideas to old men.) This 
in general terms,. Is the task tho 
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University C^lege

Vast sums of money are being 
spent on Centennial projects; still 
vaster sums on weapons of dc- 
strucllon fas If Canada were go- 
tni!

During the coming academic 
year, what ever action is Uken by 
Mudcnls on this question, 'New* 
ftjundland' should be the rallying 
cry.

We have atiemcd to give an 
cccnomie Justification for free e- 
ducatlon. We chose to base our 
arguments on humanitarian gro- 
unds. Tn any events the C.U.S.

We reject the 'freeie on fees* 
policy If It is to be an end in it- 
self. If It Is a means to an end, 
leading to the elimination of tui- 
tion fees, Ihen It is tolerable, but 
nnly ai a short run policy. After 
tiic c1lm}nalion of tuition fees we 
would, of cDune requlry money 
far other student expenses,, with- 
out which we would not achieve 
free education.
